DETAILS OF VESSEL

hopen to recovar the lost fartunes of vemsnln
that have laln for years on the floor of the
men. By Its help he expaatn to send divera
into the wrecka of both the Lusitania and
the gold-bearing galleons of the Spanish
malnto malvage whatever treasure went
dgv'n with them.

Mr. Lake at his home here today ex-
plained that his new Invention was an fm-
provement on the old Argonaut, with which
ha salyaged 16 wrecka along the bottom of
Long “taland Bound 16 years ngo. It Ia
componed of a surface ship, from which
dependas a submersible running on wheels
Rlong the mea floor. Power to run the
wrocking eraft Ia transmitted from the
mother ship above, saving the expense of
mtorage batterien and ventilating.apparatus,

The submarine, with Its surface ship, can
eaver from twonty to forty squars miles of
®é bottom In a day. 'The crew remain
Above untll a lookout below locates the
wreck, when they desoend n connecting tube
And begin operntions.  The craft can oper-
ate to a depth of 300 fost, far greater than
divers can be used successfully,

Conl from the bunkers of the wrecks will
be one of the prizes for saivaging. A special
apparatus has been deslgned by which the
sibmarine can suck In B00 tohs an hour
from a wreclt without har crew aven having
to leave thelr ship. The many merchant
mhips sunk during the war will furnish a
rich flold after hostilities end.

Before long the
house wan |[iterally riddied with bullets,
the doors almost shot away, and avery
pane of glass In ths windows shattered
Dynamits hurled through these openings
apparantly exploded, but the rifla fire was
returnsd from within. The negro and his
wifa apparently ran from window to win-
dow, em_tied thelr rifles nand revolvers
Indiseriminataly and then ducked back Into
the room.

WIFE'S BODY FOUND.

The body of Melntyra's wife was found In
the room beslde him. Whether she wan
kiflled by Melntyre himself or by the police
has not been established,

Jhe body of a womnn, as yvot unidentified,
who had been killed by Melntyre's rifle,
was foutd on the porch of an adjoining
house.

Hughes' deed wnas spectnenlar, He
startled the beslegers by calmly leaving
them and walking up the path toward the
house, As he neared the door he drew his
rovolver and walked Into the house.

T found MeoIntyre erouched at o window,"
said Hughes. “He was rhooting. 1 took
no chancea. I fired ap he turned townred
me."

Hughes® bullet struck Melntrye in the
forehead. ©On the floor beslde the mur-
derer Iny the body of his wife. Around her
walst wan o belt of cartridges. Mcolntyre
was rushed to a hospital, where he dled.
The pollce were planning to blow up the'
bullding when Hughes shot Mclntyre.
